Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims should include a limitation that the 
computation is performed by a computer with memory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 data is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 17, a hat function model is vague and indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b)/103 as being anticipated by 
Ciochetti. 

5. The Ciochetti paper clearly anticipated or renders obvious the claimed invention. 
While the paper was published in 2001 , the bibliography attests to the fact the invention 
was in use prior to 2000. Thus, an issue of public use activity has been raised in this 
application. In order for the examiner to properly consider patentability of the claimed 
invention under 35 U.S.C. 102(b)/103, additional information regarding this issue is 
required to comment on the public use of proportional hazard models as a measure of 
risk of loans.
